United Statea Senator Mows E, Ulapp 
addrpHsed an audience* of nearly 1000 
people laat night at the Brainerd opera 
house and it is generally coneeeded by 
democrat* as well as republicans that it 
was the 
most enthusiastic 
political 
gathering that has been held in Brain* 
erd during this campaign. 
Mr. Clapp is generally known as an 
orator of great ability and the o[**ra 
house was consequently packed to over­ 
flowing by those who had come to hear 
an eloqent exposition of the questions at 
issue in this campaign. That all were 
satisfied goes without saying, for seldom 
ever has a Brainerd audience been given 
such a treat from an oratorical stand 
point and such a clear concise state 
ment of the subject in hand.

In his opening remarks Senator Clapp 
paid Hon. John T. Frater a very flatter­ 
ing compliment. He said that he was 
in Brainerd about a year ago but on a 
mission that was not altogether a pleas­ 
ant one; he had come to pay homage to 
the memory of one of Brainerd’s most 
prominent fellow citizens, the late Hon.
